evidence in full for the prosecution, if be- 
lieved, was coercive and conclusive on the 
issue that the jury was empanelled to try, 
One of the grounds referred to a number of 
alleged contradictions aud inconsistencies in 
the evidence, and it was only right to state 
that the. judgo’s charge was of the fullest 
nd fairest character. Nothing could have 
exceeded the scrupulousness with which the 
! judge summarised and compared the 
evidence of the witnesses, both for and 
against the prisoner, placing the important 
points of evidence before the jury in 
plain and clear; and impressing upon them 
time and again the nature and effect of the 
evidence. The learned judge directed their 
attention to the real issue. whilst practically 
himself indicating no views at all. . 

Coming to the objection that the ach at 
the trial had spoken of the Court of Criminal 
Appeal, Mr. Justice eg cos | said that 
while reference to the Court of Criminal, 
Appeal by the judge to the jury was inadvis- 
able it was obvious in this particular in- 
stance that the judge's sole object was to 
impress on the minds of the jury the neces- 
sity of giving the prisoner the benefit of 
any doubt that might exist. The Court was 
of opinion that that objection was unsustain- 
able, and that the words, in their proper 
context, did not justify the contetition urged 
upon the Court. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy, referring to 
the main grounds relied on in relation to 
document '“K,' read the letters that were 
produced in the Central’ Criminal Court. 
There was no doubt whatever about the 
authenticity of these letters. Document 'K'' 
was a remarkavle document. James Murray 
was called as a witness in his own defence, 
with all the risks entailed in following that 
course. He was cross-examined by Mr. Car- 
rigan. The prisoner denied having written 
that documént, but said thet it was very 
like his : handwriting. The handwriting 
expert came to the ednclusion that the docu- 
ment was in the handwriting of the prisoner. 
The Court had carefully considered all the 
grounds of ‘appeal as regards document '' E,”’ 
and had arrived at a clear conclusion with 
reference thereto. The prisoner, having 
elected to go into the witness-box, was liable 
to be asked any question in cross-examina- 
tion, notwithstanding that it would incrimin- 
ate him in the offence charged against him.

HOW COMPENSATION SHOULD 


BE USED, 
(SEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the case of Lighton v. Attorney-General, 
an application was made on behalf of Sir C. 
R. Lighton and Mr. A. B. Stoney, trustees 
under a deed of 1857, relating to two 
orphanages for the education of Protestant 
ghildren in Co. Galway—one at Ballyconroy 
and the other at Glenowen. The application 
was to have determined how a sum of £3,500 
awarded by the Circuit Judge for Galway, as 
compensation for the burning of the Bally- 
conroy Orphanage, was to be capended. It 
was stated that on 29th June, 1922, armed 
men, having warned the headmaster to take 
away the boys who were in the institution, 
set fire to it, and it was burned with its 
contents. 

Mr. Sheehy, for the Attorney-General, said 
that they would object to any scheme the 
effect of which might be to terminate the 
charity. He submitted that there should be 
a full reinstatement. 

Mr. Justice Johnston reserved his decision 
on the question of a scheme.

£100 AWARDED TO AN 


EX-GUARDSMAN. 


At the Waterford Circuit Court yesterday, 
before Judge Sealy, K.C., William Cummins, 
an ex-Guardsman of the British Army, was 
awarded £100 damages for slander and 
assault and battery in an action brought by 
him against a substantial farmer named 
Skehan, of Kill, Co. Waterford, where Cum- 
mins, who is a labourer, also lives. 

Evidence was given that on the ilth of 
May last Cummins borrowed Skehan’s pony 
and trap to convey a chirstening party to the 
church. The iron band of one of the wheels 
became loose, and when Cummins returned 
the trap to the defendant in its damaged con- 
dition the defendant rushed at him, caught 
him by the shoulder and subsequently at- 
tempted to assault him by throwing a stone 
at him. He called him a robber, and alleged 
that he stole a load of hay from one of his 
fields. He also said that it was not Coffey 
that he had to deal with now. 

It was pointed out that the plaintiff had 
an action in 1920 aginst a farmer named 
Coffey which was settled, and that the in- 
sinuation was that the words used by Coffey, 
who Cummins of stealing five

I may add that, on the passing by the 
Parliament of the Irish Free State of the 
Solicitors (ireland) Act, 1896, Amendment 
Act, 1923, which provides that English Soli- 
citors and Scotch Law Agents may practice 
in the Irish bree State, the Government of 
the Irish Free State invited His Majesty's 
Governmont to consider the issue of an 
Order-in-Council applying the Colonial Soli- 
citors Act, 1900, to the Irish Free State. His 
Majesty's Government, in reply, informed 
the Free State Government that they are 
ready to take into consideration, in consulta- 
tion with the appropriate authorities in this 
country, the question of the issue of an Order 
applying the Act to the Irish Free State, 
with such exceptions, conditions, and modi- 
fications as might appear to be necessary, so 
soon as the necessary additional legislation 
had been passed by the Free State Parlia- 
ment; but they have received no further 
communication from the Free State Govern- 
ment on the matter.

On the 14th April last. the Commissioners 
published. a copy of the compulsory order 
which they had made in pursuance of the 
Dublin Reconstruction (Emergency Ptovisions) 
Act, 1024, and informed owners, lessees, or 
oceupiers of the property proposed to be 
acquired that objections to the confirmation 
of the order should be made in writing to 
the Ministry of Local Government within 
one month. 

Two objections only. were received—from 
the Representative Body of the Church of 
Ireland, owners of the plot of ground with 
ruins of St. Thomas's Church and graveyard 
‘in Marlborough street; and the Dublin United 
‘Tramways Company, lessees and occupiers of 
premises in Cathedral street.

Burbank,‘ America’s ‘horticultural wizard, 
who, by processes oí grafting and trans- 
planting, lias produted many new varieties 
of: fruit and. flowers: A; month: ago the 
Celtic Fellowship of New York’ asked 
Mr., Burbank to try his skill upon the 
shamrock, being of opinion that, while 
“the uncared’ for and unadorned trefoil '' 
was, perhaps, a fitting symbol of Ireland's 
days of distress, its primitive form had 
ceased to be adequate to the prospects of 
““a free and pacifically united people.”’ 
The Fellowship added that Irishwomen— 
at any rate, Irish-American women— 
desired “ a more colourful decoration on 
St. Patrick's Day.” Mr. Burbank’s reply 
is disappointing. It appears that some 
years ago he tried to ‘‘ improve’’ the 
shamrock, but without success ; and he does 
not think that anybody will be able to 
give it a bloom ‘‘ really ‘worthy of the 
Celtic national flower. To be sure,” he 
adds helpfully, “ this has been used for a 
long time; but, as your country has 
changed, why not change to a new 
flower which better represents your 
better country—say, the Shasta daisy 
or the Iceland poppy or some other 
flower?” The Celtic Fellowship has in- 
vited our views, and we must reply that 
we are heartily glad that Mr. Burbank’s 
efforts to transmogrify the shamrock have 
failed. Having the desecrated slopes of 
Delgany in our mind’s eye, we cannot 
agree with the Fellowship’s dictum that 
“a multiform chastening of nature by 
human : culture ” is a consummation 
devoutly to be wished in the new Ireland. 
In the matter of the shamrock we are 
hopelessly behind the Irish-American 
times.

Government. He was the Assistant 
Director of Intelligence of the Ministry 
of Information in 1918, and has occupied 
several important posts in the City oi 
Edinburgh. Sir Josiah Stamp, who has 
one of the most marvellous minds in 
regard to figures and economics, is a 
director of ‘many companies, and was a 
member of the Committee on Taxation 
and National Debt in 1924.

Currency and Finance. Mr. Will Sher- 
wood is the national organiser of the 
National Union of General and Municipal 
Workers, and an authority on Labour con- 
ciliation questions.
